Garcia’s Indian Fight. 

Tucson, A. T., May 19.—A+ Star 
special from Ures, via Guaymas, says: 
A telegraph dispatch sent from Ures 
on May 4th,to the Governor of the 
State, says: I have the honor to in- 
form you that the two combined col- 
awe had arranged under the re- 

tive commands of Col. Lorenzo 
reia and Major Louis Coron, having 
ined at Alizos, in the State of Chi- 
uahua, yesterday, at six o'clock in 
the morning, metand completely de- 
feated a band of Apaches who were 
just returning after making a raid into 
the United States, from whence they 
brought a large number of stolen 
horses and mules. Seventy-five of the 
Indians were killed and twenty-eight 
women made prisoners, those only es- 
caping who had good horses. We 
lost the first Captain of the 6th Bat- 
tallion, named Antonio Roda, and two 
of the soldiers; the Lieutenant of the 
National Guard of Bavispe, Serapio 
— with four of his so diers ; the 
Lieutenant of the exploring 
— with four soldiers belonging 
to the fourth squadron of Sonora. 
Commander Ceron, Lieutenant Jesus 
Garcia, and six federal soldiers and 
nine Nationals were wounded. I sent 
reinforcements to the other column, 
commanded by Colonel Terres, in case 
the Indian party of Casas Grandes 100 
should fly toward the plain occupi 
by the main column.

THE MISSION INDIANS. 


The Chamber of Commerce Petition Before 
the House. 

WAsHINGTON, May 19.— Rosecrans 
yesterday presented in the House a pe- 
tition of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Los Angeles, asking for the settlement 
of Mission Indians in Los Angeles, San 
Bernardino and San Diego counties on 
lands in severalty. The petition states 
that, although frequent attempts have 
been made for that object, no one place 
has been found,either on the public land 
or on those of individuals, which might 
be obtained west or within the mountain 
ranges which traverses these coun- 
ties, that is suitable and adequate for 
the settlement, protection and main- 
tenance of all the Mission Indians. 
Realizing the forlorn condition of this 
people, and believing that the Gov- 
ernment is under some moral, if not 
legal, obligations to provide a home 
for these Indians, whose former homes 
have been taken by the white people 
under cover uf law, it is earnestly 
prayed that some steps should be tak- 
en to provide homes for these peacea- 
ble and suffering people, where they 
may live in peace and quiet so long as 
they fontinue to dwell upon earth. 


A Steamer Burned. 
COLLINGWooD, Ont., May, 19.—The 
steamer City of Owensound has arrived 
from Duluth, having picked up the 
mate of the steamer Munitoulinina 
sail boat, six miles from Killarney. 
He states that at one o'clock yesterday 
forenoon, while off Shoal Point, four 
miles from Manitowing, the Manitoulin 
took fire and was completely des- 
troyed. One of the boats, with the 
rescued crew and passengers, upset, 
and Robert Hendy and a little girl 
name unknown, were drowned. A 
tug has been sent from Killarney to 
the scene of the burning steamer. 


Great Fire at Lyons, France. 
Loxpon, May 19.—A very disastrous 
fire is reported at Lyons. The loss is 
estimated at $800,000. Three thous-

Tux verdicts of juries passes all un- 
derstanding. We remember the famous 
verdict of a Welsh jury: “Not guilty 
—but we recommend him not to doit 
again.” McKenzie relates that an 
English jury, not very bright, having 
a prisoner before them charged with 
burglary, and being unwilling to con- 
vict him capitally as no personal vio- 
lence accompanied the robbery, gave 


the verdict: “Guilty of getting out of 
the window.” Another queer verdict 
was that of an Irish jury. The pris- 
oner confessed his guilt and threw 
himself upon the mercy of the court. 
In a few moments the jury returned 
with the verdict, “Not guilty,” “But,” 
said the judge, “the prisoner con- 


fessed his guilt.’ The foreman 
responded, “Ah, J udge, you do 
not know the prisoner. He 


is. the most notorious liar in the 
country.” But the queerest verdict 
was that of a Sacramento jury. It 
was composed of twelve intelligent 
men. The prisoner confessed his guilt. 
The Judge said the Supreme Court 
had declared the law constitutional, 
and charged them to return a verdict 
accordingly. The jury returned a 
verdict of not guilty.” The Sunday 
law juries have repeatedly done the 
same thing. Evidently California 
jurymen believe in “unlawful justice.” 
— Vanity Fair.

RAILROAD BUILDING, 


On the 24th of January, 1880, the 
construction force of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company commenced 
work at Casa Grande, sixty-six miles 
west of Tucson. They are now, twenty- 
nine months thereafter, into the heart 
of Texas, six hundred and thirty-eight 
miles from their point of starting. 
This work has all been done working 
from one end, and through a country 
virtually a wilderness, in which there 
were no auxiliary helps. When we 
reflect upon the situation, and the work 
done, the accomplishment seems little 
less than a miracle, and is a monument 
to that man of indomitable energy 
and force, J. W. Strobridge, the build- 
er, such as few men have reared for 
themselves. 

It must be remembered that the 
country through which this building 
was done furnished nothing whatever 
in the way of material for the struct- 
ure excepting the earth for the road- 
bed. And the country was also desti- 
tute of provisions and forage for man 
and beast, save possibly a little beef. 
The rails were from the East and Eu- 
rope, brought thousands of miles by 
ship and rail—the timber from our 
redwood forests in northern California 
and Oregon and Washington Territory 
—the fuel for the engines from Europe 
and Australia, and the provisions and 
forage from California, principally 
Los Angeles county, the material cost- 
ing for transportation three times the 
original price. And another burden 
that has been heavy upon the contractor 
was the inadequate supply of water, nec- 
essitating heavy borings, many of which 
were failures, and over much of the 
ground water had to be hauled in im- 
mense quantities for the grading par- 
ties working ahead of the rails, and 
now over the completed road to sup- 
ply engines and the gangs ot section 
repair men. To obtain anything like 
a correct idea of the magnitude of the 
work accomplished one must pass over 
the road by daylight, when he can see 
and briefly inspect the station-houses 
and buildings surrounding; the sta- 
tionary engines for raising water, the 
pipes to carry it to the point wanted 
and tanks to hold it; the bridges and 
culverts; the store-houses for supplies 
and ice, and the bins for coal; the spa- 
cious hotels, second to none in our 
city; and the numberless section- 
houses and car-sheds; and lastly the 
miles of poles and wires and telegraph 
instruments and offices, and the 
army of men to work and 
protect the property through a country 
inhabited three years since by nothing 
but an occasional Indian or coyote, 
and now and then an emigrant party 
or miner. The aggregate is the 
equivalent of a city second in size to 
San Francisco, and people enough for 
a large town. It is a wonderful crea- 
tion considering the brief time which 
Las elapsed since the commencement 
of the work. 

An inspection of the road will give 
other surprises, as one will learn how 
rapidly our neighboring territories are 
developing under the influegce of the 
rails, aud how huge the amount of 
traffic is, and what piles of money are 
daily being gathered by the Railroad 
Company to reimburse it for its in- 
vestfient. The inspection will result 
in two grand surprises—one from the 
stupendousness of the work, and the 
other that it pays well, making the 
road in all respects a grand success.
